BEASTS AND BLOOD, 


A New York Family Outrageously 
Set Upon by Hoodiums, 


Grown Daughters, Felling the Aged Moth= 
er tothe Floor and Brutally Beating the 
Little Children—Heroic Resistance—The 
Criminals Captured. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch, 

NEw York, October 9.—Michael Stanton, 
Who claims to be only 17 years..old, and 
Edward McGarvey, who is’ one year less, 
were arraigned before Justice Murray yes- 
terday, charged with forcibly entering the 
apartments of Daniel Donovan of 409 East 
One Hundred and ‘Twelfth street, and at- 
tempting to assault his daughters and the 
entire family. The prisoners, who are evi- 
dently much older than they pretend to be, 
were committed in default of $500 bail. 
Donovan has awife and six children, the 
eldest being but 17 years of age. His two 
eldest daughters are 
VERY PRETTX GIRIS. 

Minnie is a brunette, while Julia, aged 15, is 
an. attractive blonde. Minnie remains at 
home and assists her mother with the house- 
work, and Julia is employed in Gibbs’ 
restaurant. On Sunday evening the familv 
were in the rear room of their apartments 
when they were startled, shortly after 


9  o’elock, by a rap at the 
door. AS Mrs. Donovan arose the 
dloor was pushed open and Michael Stanton 


and Hugh Reilly entered. Stanton struck 
Donovan a-heavy blow on the forehead, 
which felled him to the floor. In the mean- 
time Reilly locked the door and put the key 
in his pocket. Stauton then caught Minnie 
by the throat and attempted te throw her to 
the floor. She struggled brayely until her 
faiher gained his feet and went to her as- 
sistance. Immediately Reilly seized the old 
man, threw him down and then 
JUMPED UPON HIM. 

While the old man was prostrate, Reilly 
kicked him about the head and body with 
his heavy shoes. Mrs. Donovan and the 
children screamed aloud for help, and 
Julia, who is a plucky girl, seized Kelily by 
the neck and attempted to tear him from her 
uneonscious father. The brute turned upon 
aud beat her with his fists until her face was 
covered with blood, when he caught the 
almost unconscious girl in his arms and 
threw her upon the floor. Mrs. Donovan 
rushed upand grabbed Reilly by the hair 
while the little children pulled at his cloth- 
ing. Reilly abandoned the girl and wheel- 
ing about 
STRUCK THE MOTHER 
a brutal blow on the side of the head, 
Mrs. Donovan falling to the floor 
with a groan. Theresa, a little 
four-year-old girl, seeing Reilly beat- 
ing. her mother, rushed at him with 
her eye brimming over with tears and tried 
to punch him with ner little fist. The ruf- 
fian. struck her doyym-and the .child.fell on 
the floor beside hef mother, her tittle face 
being black and blue. At this time Dono- 
van regained consciousness and again at- 
tacked Reilly, but the latter being a. power- 
ful young fellow, soon had the old man on 
the floor again. Donovan begged~his wife 
to flee to the other room and take the chil- 
dren with her,and finding that she was help- 
less to assist her husband and daughters she 
took her small children and sought safety 
elsewhere. 

MINNIE KEPT STRUGGLING 
with -Stanton at the other’ side 
of the room and (fought furiously 
with her finger nails and teeth, Dut the ruf- 
fian did not relax his hold. Julia, who had 
ranin, saw her sister helpless in Stanton’s 
clutches, seized a flat iron from the stove, 
and, rushing behind Stanton, struck him on 
the head, inflicting an ugly wound. Julia 
then turned her attention to Reilly, who was 
beating her father, and with a weil directed 
blow with the flatiron nearly knocked his 


outside of the door endeavoring to get in the 
room and succeeded in smashing vne of the 
panels, permitting Edward McGarvey to 
squeeze through the op@ning. He entered 
the room, 
SKIZED A CHAIR 

and shouted ‘‘Let’s murder them, Stanton, 
what have they done to you?” Stanton, who 
was bieeding from his wound, was still 
struggling with Minnie. The gir] was cov- 
ered with biood, and blood was spattered 
about the walls. McGarvey went te his 
friend’s assistance, and knocked Minnie 
duwp witha chair, and Reilly shouted to 
him, “down ’em.”” McGarvey then applied 
the chair to both Donovan and Julia, and, 
hearing the children screamingin the bed- 
room, he went there and struck Mrs, Dono- 
van and her children. The friends of the 
ruffians who were outside, raised the cry of 
“nolice,” and Stanton tried to extinguish 
the light, but Julia seized the lamp, and 
holding it out of the window screamed aloud 
for the police. 

,THE THREE RUFFIANS 
then sprang from the window to the fire es- 
cape and soon mint g 246540 The neighbors, 
wito were aroused by the noise, gathered 
about, but no effort was made to capture the 
assailants. The two girls, Minnie and Julia, 
then went to the One Hundred and ‘T'wenty- 
sixth Street Police Station and told their 
story.. When they started to return home 
they were met by anumber of Stanton’s gang 
who threatened their lives, and one of the 
ruffians said that the next time they went to 
the station house it would not be to make 
charges, for they would be carried there on 
stretchers. The girls, becoming alarmed, 
returned to the station, and. the policemen 
accompanied them io their house. Yester- 
day Stanton and McGarvey were aprested,

Her counsel made a motion 
yesterday before Judge Barrett, in the Su- 
preme Court Chambers for $500 counsel fees 
and $25a week alimony pending the suit. 
Judge Barrett adjourned the argument of the 
motion until next Monday and ordered the 


defendant to pay plaintiff $10 alimony for 
this week. Mr. Phillips denies his marriage 
to plaintiff, and says he is the husband of 
another woman. Mrs. Phillips, in her com- 
plaint, says she was married to the defend- 
ant, on a date left blank, in November, 1879, 
and that they have always lived as husband 
and wife together until March, 1483, when 
HE ABANDONED HER,

fused to provide for her support. During 
the four years of their married life 
the defendant had treated her in 
a cruel manner, and his course 
of conduct, with rare intervals, had 
been uniformly brutal and abusive. She 
charges that he has struck her and threat- 
ened to kill her.

Phillips alleges that defendant owns proper- 
ty to a large amount, and has an income of 
from $40 to $60 per week.

_ Further Details of the Killing of 


Sergeant Jenks. 


= 


An Old and Faithful Officer Murdered 
While Attempting to Arrest an Aban- 
doned Negress—The Deed Described by 
Eye-Witnesses—The Woman’s Story— 
Later Particulars of the Murder. 


Additional details of the killing of Police Ser- 
geaut Jenks, an account of which was published 
in yesterday’s Post-D1sraTcn, shows the aeed to 
have been a cold-blooded and cowardly murder. 

It was the act of a irenzied woman, whose con- 
dition was little above that of a brute, and whose 
feelings over the terrible tragedy are shown by 
her statement on the way to the station, that she 
had killed one police officer, ana that she was 
sorry she had not killed another, The story is 


brief and easily told. 

Sadie Hil, a colored virago, who says she lives 
at 1818 Gay strect, with her husband, who isa 

rter, took a notion to make 4 Visit down town 
yesterday afternooy. Somewhere on the way she 
met another dusky Uamsei who has adopted the 
name of Emma Sullivan. Naturally enough both 
females gravitatod toward the colored promenade, 
“Wild Cat Chute” alley, situated in the block be- 
tween Car, Biddle. Seventh and Eighth streets. 
They arrived there sbortiy after 4 p. i. Before 
she lett her house on Gay street the Hill woman 
acknowledges that she put her pistol in her 
pocket. She gives asa reason Ulat she knows 
she lias several enemies in town, and thatever 
sinee she was released from the Work House she 
has made it a practice to go armed. 
BOTH WOMEN HAD ADVANCED 
“Wild Cat Chute” alley, nearly to Biddle 
street, when Sadie got into au altereation witha 
negro named John Collins, She says that he 
picked up a brick, and that she preduced ber 

‘yun’ aud ran him out of the alley. He entered 
the saloon directly across from the mouth 
of the ulley on Biddle street, followed by 
the negress, who at this time 
was waving the revolver and making 
threats of vengeance in the vile language to which 
slie was so well accustomed. In this way, she 
walked down Biddle street, and standing at the 
northeast corner of that street and eight,she again 
began to flourish her huge revolver and said 
Tnat — nigger called ms: a—— iil sheot 
the top of his head off, just as seon as I find him. 
After she had showed awhiie in this 
strain, J. M. ~~ Birkuer, a young man 
who is the clerk in thedrug store on the corner 
above mentioned, advised Sadie to put up her 
pistol and cease her doise or she would be ar- 
rested. Mr. Birkner states that at the time she 
was “fairly foaming at tbe mouth” with rage. 
She seemed Lo take his advice, however, for she 
crossed over tothe west side of Eighth street. 
and then started north towards O'Fallon, All 
ihe time she was accompanied by the 
Suliivan female. As slie passed up 
Kighth street, she resumed her 
wotane sHoUuling and threats. | She 
pad at this time concealed her weapon under 
her apron. Mr. Birkner following heron the 
wther side of the street, with the intention of hand- 
ing Ler over toa police officer. Ln the middle of 
the block, he met Sergt. Jenks coming out 
of an alley. on the east side of the street. 
At that moment Sidie Hill was standing almost 
immiediately opposite, jusiin front of a Vacant 
jot.

She continued her flight until she reached 1406 
North Ninth street, where she entered a house in 
the rear of tliat number, and  Birkner, 
Slipsey und il big crowd followed. 
Birkner declares he saw the woman in the back 
rouim With a revolver in ber hand, and he told a 
reporter that he had leveied his pistol with the 
intention of shooting, and Was about ‘to pull the 
trigger, When a dog bit hun on the leg and pre- 
Vented Lim from accomplishing. his purpose. 
By this time Police Officer Condon brushed past 
into the room, and Sadie Hill rushed into an ad-

On the way sbe told an officer that she intended 
to kiil a: nigger, that she had killed a 
police officer, that she was glad of it, 
and that she was sorry that she had not shot 
Birkner. In the meantime a crowd had gathered 
around the wounded man; had lifted him out of 
the gutter and iaid Linon the sidewalk. He never 
spoke. All attempts to revive him proved use- 
Jess. The weapon from whieh the bullet had 
been fired was a Coli’s double action 
rovolver, forty-one calibre, and the 
big missile had torn a feartui héle in the head. 
The bullet had ‘eutered almost the center of the 
forehead. As poor Jenks lay upon the sidewalk, 
the blood and brains oozed from the aperture, so 
that in ashort time ls features could not be 
seen at all. The news of the tragedy quickly 
reached the station, a few squares away. 
ln a moment the patrol waeon, in which were 
seated Captain McDonald and severai officers, ar- 
rived, Sergeant Jenks was lifted up tenderly, 
placed in the wagon, and driven as carefully as 
possible to the Dispensary. Crowds followed it 
wiong the streets and hundreds of e0- 
le were gathered around the station. 
everal incendiary remarks were made, aud there 
were several persons in the erowd who woyld 
have willingly ient a hand to / 
HANG THE NEGRESS, 
who was securely locked uff in the cell within. 
lu all probably 10,000 people gathered in the 
neighborhood of the murder and of the police 
station.

During the evening the murderess crouched ip a 
corner of her cell, and almost refused to talk. In 
answer to inquiries, she at last gave her nate 
and residence, as stated above. She also told the 
story of the trouble with the negro Collins in 
the alley. “While I was looking for that 
nigger to kill nim,” said she, “a number of 
men came upto me, and I shot one of them. I 
did not know who they were, nor who I shot.” 

She is a coal black nezress, about 30 years of 
age, 5feet 6 inches in height, and would 7—— 
possibly 160 pounds. Her mouth is unusually 
large,

and with her large, flat nose, woolly hair and 
large, restless, chalk eyes, she looked more like a 
brute than a human being. She was attired in a 
black dress which fitted her very neatly. 
When asked why she had been sent to the Work 
House, she said that she had _ struck 
a woman named Jones with a soda bottle ina 
fight, and had been sent to the “rocks,” because 
she could not pay her fine in the Policé Court. 
She is known among her friends as Sadie Hill and 
also as Sadie Hayes. 

A young mulatto woman, named Fannie Barnes, 
who is a half-sister to the negro Collins, who had 
the first trouble with Sadie Hiii, tells a story 
which is not substantiated in its details by other 
eye-witnesses. She says that after Sadie haa pulled 
the pistol on her half-brother in the alley she 
followed her, with several otbers. Fannie Barnes 
says that she was right near Sergeant Jenks when 
he was shot; that she caught him in herarms and 
eased him to the ground. Furiher, she deelares 
that, after the Hill woman had shot Jenks, she 
seized her long revolver by the barrel, and, run- 
ning back, struck the wounded man a terrible 
blow in the face with the butt of the weapon, 

THE MURDERED SERGEANT’S CAREER. 

Pelatiah M. Jenks was 42 years of age at the 
time of his death. He was born in the State of 
Maine, whence he afterwards moved to Massa- 
ehusetts. He had tried his hand — at 
school teaching, and had also occupied a 
responsible positionin the managemeuwt of an tn- 
sane asylum. During the war he was counected 
with the Army of the Potomac asa Quartermas- 
ter. When the war was over he came to St. Louis 
to live. and has remained here ever since. On the 
ith of April, 1868, he was appointed a patrol- 
man on the police foree, and a year 
later he was raised to a sergeantcy. 
For years he had charge of the ola Chestnut 
Street Station, after whichhe did duty at tbe 
Fourth and Central Districts. From the latter he 
was removed to the Third. where he Was serving 
at the time of his death. He was a sirict dis- 
ciplinarian, and was Known among the members 
of the foree as a man of much more 
than ordinary « intelligence and education. 
He married about the time he became a patrol- 
man. He leaves a widew and five children, three 
boys and two girls. The oldest childis 14 years 
old and the youngest a little over 3. As an evl- 
dence of his thritt and his foresight for his fam- 
ily, it may be stated that he owned the house in 
which he died, that he belonged to six benevolent 
associations, besides the Police Relief Society, 
and that his widow will receive in ali nearly $11,- 
00 from all these organizations. He was a mem- 
ber of the Masons, Odd Fellows, Knights of Hon- 
or, Druids, American Legion of Honor and the 
United States Benevolent Fraternity, inall of 
which he had held positions of trustand honor,

CANNOT LAY PIPE. 


City Counselor Bell Decides Against 
the Water Gas Company. 

City Counselor Bell this morning filed his 
opihion in regard to the application of the 
St. Louis Gas, Fuel and Power Company to 
the Board of Public Improvements, to lay 
pipes in District No. 3, comprising some 
of the western portion of the city. 
Some ‘time ago, it will be remembered that 
a company was allowed to lay pipes for 
heating purposes in District No. 1, in the 
Lacledge Gas Company’s territory. Next 
they started pipe-laying on Fourth.and Fiith 
streets, in the St. LouissGaslight Company’s 
territory, and the matter is now before the 
courts. Later the company, which is now 
known as the St. Louis Gas, Fuel and Power 
Company, asked the Board of Pub- 
lic improvements to allow the laying 
of pipes in District No. 3, which comprises 
Stoddard Addition, and much of the best 
territory of the Laclede Com any. ‘The 
Board asked VUity Cousellor Bell whether 
they had a right to grant such application. 
Mr. Bell decides that the Board has no such 
right. Mr. Bell says thatin 1880 the Muni- 
cipal Assembly, by ordinance 11,358, granted 
to Thomas Howard, his associates and as- 
signs the right to lay pipes in the streets for 
the purpose of heating public and 
private buildings, such laying to 
be done only after obtaining the 
permission of the Board of Pubiic Improve- 
ments. On September 10. 1883, the St. Louis 
Gas, Fuel and Power Company, claiming to 
be the assignee of Thomas Howard, asked 
of theSboard that a permit hefgranted to lay 
pipes in the district mentioned under the 
ordinance named. But this corporation 
under the laws of the State is authorized to 
mauufacture and sell gas for illuminating 
purposes and it intends to use the pipes for 
which the application was made, not 
solely for jheating purposes, but 
chietly and mainly to distribute gas for il- 
luminating purposes inthe district named. 
The question is, Can the board grant such 
permission under the ordinance? and = Mr. 
Beli says it cannot. He says that the law 
under which the St. Louis Gas, Fuel and 
Power Company was organized provides 
that such bodies shall have power to lay 
pipes to conduct gas through the streets, 
with the consent of the Municipal Assem- 
bly. In St. Louis the consent of the Munici- 
pal Assembly can be given by or- 
dinance only. ‘The ordinance’ under 
which the permit is asked referred to pipes 
for heating purposes, and not for gas. ‘Lhe 
question of laying pipes for distributing gas 
was not before the Assembly at all at the 
time. Cuuncj bill No. 15 is now before the 
Council, Mr. Bell says,the object of which is 
to amend ordinance 11,358 sv as to allow 
pipes to de laid for gas only. It may.or may 
not become a law. in the meantime, Mr. Bell 
says, the Board is not authorized to approve 
a plan, nor the Street Commissioner to issue 
a permit to lay the pipes as requested. 


A Small-Pox Visitation. 

About the firstof last week a case of smalt- 
pox was reported to Health Commissioner 
Fitzwilliam from O’Falion street near Mound 
street. It proved to be a genuine case, the 
victim being a little girl named Zoellner, 
She was taken to the Quarantine and Smaill- 
Pox Hospital immediately. Mr. Fitzwilliam, 
the Health Commissioner, said this morning 
that he could not account for the develop- 
ment of the case in that part of the city. The 


littie girl attended a German school. I¢ is 
not fair to say that she was the cause, 
but it is a fact that in the vicinity in which 
she lived over twenty cases of small-pox 
were developed -during the week. They 
were mostly children and were all taken to 

uarantine. Someof them were pupils at 
O’Fallon and Bates Schools. The heaith au- 
thorities had to use force in several cases, as 
parents did not wish to have their little 
ones taken away. Both schools have been 
gone through by Health Department pbhy- 
sicians and the pupils vaccinated. Mr. Fitz- 
William thinks he has checked the spread of 
the disease very effectually, but it is possible 
that new cases will break out. The district 
which has been attacked lies between Four- 
teenth and ‘I'wentieth, and Benton and 
O’Fallon streets. The rest of the city is 
comparatively free fromthe contagion. Mr . 
Evans, principal of the Bates School, says 
there is no small-pox in his building.

He Advises Them not to be Sensational 
but to Make a Thorough Investigation 
into the Police Muddle. 


At the Four Courts there was considera- 
ble curiosity this morning to learn the com- 
plexion of the Grand Jury for the October 
term of the Criminal Court. The July Jury, 
which only sat twelve days, plunged into the 
gambling ring matters, and for want of time 
the  inyestigation unfinished, but 
not, however, without recommeni:- 


ing that their suceessors take 
up thé work and pursue it totheend. This 
caused the unusual amount of interest taken 
in the October, jury. From. the thirty citi- 
zens whose names were drawn from the Jury 
Commissioner’s lot of six hundred grand 
jurors, twenty-three men served. Of this 
number the following gentlemen were se- 
lected for the jury: Thomas B. Richeson, 
foreman, Wm, b. Orthwein, Wm. Drubhe, 
Christian Peper, H. W. Phelps, W. 
Block, Win. James, Timothy B. Edgar, 
Theodore Allen, Washingion H. Chick, 
John B. Gauss, Thomas Gugerty. Judge 
Van. Wagoner, delivered lengthy instruc- 
tions, referring to all the statutes which is 
incupwent upon the Judge of the Criminal 
Cagurt to call to the attention of the Grand 
Jury. The important charges were concern- 
ing dram shops and gambling. Of the first 
he said: “*Your attention is cailed to chap- 
ter ninety.eight of the Revised Statutes of 
Missouri of 1879, entitled ‘“‘dram shops.” It 
is the duty of the court 
to give this section in special charge. 
The court knows of no special subject to 
which your attention is’ invited except such 
as is mentioned_in a report made to this 
court by the grand jury impaneled at the 
July term, 1883, of this court, of which the 
following isacopy: ‘A well organized ring 
undoubtedly exists in this city in the inter- 
ést of professional gamblers and lottery 
dealers, who are ready to secure immunity 
from police interference,. and to this end 
have been aided by notorious individuals 
whose audacity is only equaled by 
their ability to keep themselves and their 
employers, with few exceptions, beyond the 
reach of indictment. Biank resignations 
have been demanded. Some were given and 
at least one, if not more, has been made use 
of. Prominent officials have been directly 
or indirectly approached and threatened, 
and the Chief of Police, Col. Campbell, has 
been especially marked for removal. * . 
We assume it to be the duty of the 
Governor to order an _ investigation, 
when all we herein assert can be 
substantiated, and in this way, if in no 
other, the guilty parties can be punished.’ 
‘Here, then, is a distinct allegation thata 
‘ring’ exists in the interests of professionui 
gamblers and lottery dealers, etc., etc. The 
court understands from this report that 
want of time left this subject of investiga- 
tion unfinished by the ner Grand Jury. 
Now, gentlemen of the Grand Jury, this is a 
very serious matter and one that, if true, 
should cause every citizen who 
is a well - wisher' of good to 
this community to _ rise up and 
assist you and the officers of the law to put 
a stop now and ferever to this debauching of 
the public morals by bringing the offenders 
to justice. You have plenary power to in- 
quire into all crime, and the court states to 
you that you can perform no higher duty or 
be of greater service than at once to investi- 
gate this matter to the bottom; and if sucha 
State of affairs does exist as set forth in that 
report unmask it. Let your actions. be void 
of all sensational matter. Yon are toe 
seek only for the truth and deal with that. 
‘The court asks you, gentlemen, that if you 
do enter into the investigation ot the matter 
referred to in said report, that you will make 
itso thorough and so impartial that the 
truth will be revealed. Itis high time that 
the fairfame of the citizens of this city 
should be cleared, fully cieared, from the 
foul blot of this reputed pollution so graph- 
igally set forth in said report and 
so long whispered in muttered 
tones relative to the appointment 
of and the doings of the Police Commissiun- 
are AAS their repuied allies. It is due to 
all. 
With this stirring charge, the jury retired 
to their quarters in the third story. They 
have a large docket, but can remain in ses- 
sion for nearly two months, and during that 
time can certainly ferret out any matter 
they may turn their atte ntion to.

for same time last year. Exports of corn from 
New York for week were 538,007 bu, against 182,- 
116 bu last year.—Here is what Phil Shirmer 
Says of the situation in wheat: “Intrinsically 
wheat is cheap enough. - Logicalfy, it is dear. At 
$1 No. 2red winter is not dear, but with stocks at 
all points hardly ever precedented ana accumu- 
lating constantly, and farmers holding for higher 
prices, especially in the Northwest, how can 
prices be pushed up? Small reactions, like the 
spasmodic contortions of a galvanized corpse, 
Will no doubt occur, but prices must gravitate to 
aiower level until a point is reached where 
foreign buyers will take our surplus. With @ vis- 
ible supply of 27,000,000and a crop of 415,000, 000 we 
have more wheat in this country than we had one 
year ago, and then, from depleted granaries, we 
sold from very high prices on wheat and 
corn down to se for cash wheat.

GROWING . RICH. 

It is stated on good authority that this 
country has at last reached the position of 
the richest nation in the world. Great 
Britain has-heretofore held the palm, but we 
have passed her at last. The value of our 
lands and houses and personal property of 
all kinds is said to be greater than that of 
Great Britain. , 

This ought to be a matter of pride and 
satisfaction. It would be, if we knew that 
our increase of wealth had brought increase 
of the general welfare. 

But it is a question whether we have not 
jost quite as much as we have gained in grow- 
ing rich. | 

The great increase in our wealth in recen 
years has undoubtedly bettered the condi- 
tion of the people. But side by side with 
the improvement in the condition of the peo- 
ple there has grown up an increase in the 
wealth and power of the few that is a dan- 
ger to the Republic. 

There has been no uniformity in the gain. 
The working man of to-day is, perhaps, some- 
what better off than he was fifteen or twen- 
ty years ago. His work is not so hard and 
he has many comforts and luxuries which 
were formerly beyond his reach. 

But when we contrast this slight improve- 
ment in the condition of the many with the 
gigantic fortunes that have been heaped up 
by the few; when we conteimplate the crea- 
tion of an entire oligarchy of multifold mill- 
ionaires, previously unknown to our 
history” when we see their power 
extending over our entire  pelitical 
system; .we are forced to pause in our 
congratulations, and to ask ourselves 
whether we migtit not as well have remained 
poor. way 
If there is any plan or purpose in this 
Government of ours; if this nation was 
builded up for any good end, it was for the 
welfare of the people; not for the fortunes 
of the few, but for the welfare of the com- 
mon people. When we see the gigantic 
fortunes of our plutocracy growing with 
the fungus growth of a vile ferment in the 
body politic, while the people improve but 
slowly, we are not growing rich. 


THE MILITIA TROUBLE. 

In placing himself in an attitude of willful 
disobedience and insubordination before bis 
commanding officer, Col. BUTLER has done 
his best to destroy the whole local militia or- 
ganization which has been built up with so 
much pains and cost. 

Admitting that Gen. LAWRENCE is un- 


popular, even granting that his appointment 


was an improper one, still fhis does not ex- 


cuse the singular course of Col. BUTLER 
and of his regiment. 


The fiest duty of a soldier is obedience; 
the first duty of an officer is obedience; the 
first condition of any military organization 
is obedience. 

Unless we are prepared to see the whole 


city militia organization. fall to pieces, au- 


thority must be enforced. This should be 
done at any cost; it should be done even if it 
leaves us with no more than a corporal’s 
guard of loyal men, 

In such a question public opinion goes for 
a great deal. Weare sure that the public 
opinion which did so much to build-up the 
militia, will be on the side of authority, of 
law and order in the present quarrel. 


RELIGIGUS FREEDOM. 

The Boston Herald seriously maintains 
the strange proposition that there is not to be 
found here, any more than there is tobe 
found elsewhere, complete religious free 
dom. It says that our Constitution guaran 
tees such freedom by providing that ‘“‘Con- 
gress shall make no law respecting an estab- 
lishment of religion, or prohibiting the free 
exercise thereof,’’ but contends that Con- 
gress has ignored, this provision and passed 
laws Which dointerfere with and prohibit the 
exercise of what the Mormons regard as part 
of their religious belief. Moreover, the Her- 
ald argues that this provision of the Consti- 
tution was probably a- mistake on the part of 
its framers , and that we are bound to disre- 
gard it and to strike in defiance of it for rea- 
sons which the Herald states thus: 

It may be doubted whetber modern soclety 
could exist, if the religious aberrations of all of 
its members were to ve tolerated. There is no 
form ot indecency for which some religious sanec- 
tion could not be found, and, if the doors were 
thrown wide open, and no attempt were made to 
restrain the crazy imaginations of men and wom- 
en, we should be landed in What would be an in- 
eufferable social condition. 


By defining “‘ complete religious freedom ”’ 
as a license to practice any crime or inde- 
cency under the sanction of alleged religious 
forms or creeds, and by them assuming that 
the Constitution guarantees such license, 
the Herald reaches the conclusion that the 
framers of the Constitution blundered, and 
that the law against po'yzgamy is unconsti- 
tutional. 

But no such freedom is guaranteed in the 
Constitution, nor can it coexist with any 
system of government or social organization 
on the face of the earth. In proviaing that 
the legislative power shali neither set up 
and sustain a State religion, nor prohibit 
the exercise of any form of religious wor- 
ship, the Constitution does notin the least 
restrict the power to regulate the civil con. 
dnct of men as citizens and members of so- 
ciety. It simply puts all creeds \and forms 
of worship ona footing of perfe 


dividual and the Almighty. But when 
exceed that limit they become subject th 
civil regulation, to laws enacted for strictly 
civil and secular ends, 


all arranged to 


of worship be- 
comes murder, the legislative power 
to punish it as murder operates un- 
impaired by any rational interpreta- 
tion of the Constitution. He may believe 
that he is commanded by God through an in- 
fallible priesthood to commit any lewdness 
or any outrage against humanity and society 
that has ever been practiced under alleged 
religious sanctions.’ But when he acts on 
this belief, he will find that our Constitution 
has not surrendered the civil government of 
this country or any partof it to any religious 
organization whatever. : 

The Herald says that religious persecution 
by the State may proceed upon the theory of 
caring for the secular and social welfare as 
well as upon the ancient idea that the gov- 
ernment should provide for the moral and 
spiritual welfare of the people. That is 
doubtless true, but the fact that the most in- 
dispensable powers of government may be 
abused is no proof that they are incompatible 
with civil freedom. Of necessity we must 
trust much to the good faith of legislators 
and to the restraining influence of a just and 
liberal public sentiment. As to religious 
liberty, we have not trusted in vain so far, 
and though every law on our statute book 
may conflict with someboby’s alleged re- 
ligious’ belief, religious freedom in this 
country is as complete as it can be under any 
possible organization of society. 


THE NEW TACTICS 
The refusal of one of our most gallant and 
popular militia colonels to obey an order to 
parade inthe Trades Procession, and his 


subsequent refusal to consider himself ander 


arrest, when it would have been just as easy 
for him to have done so, have naturally 
caused a painfulagitation in military circles. 
Itis generally agreed, on the one hand, that 
there can be no militia without discipline, 
and, on the other hand, it is universally ad- 
mitted that any attempt to bring the militia 
under the rigid and inexorable rules of war 
which prevail in the regular army would be 
fatal to the organization of our citizen sol- 
dierv. 

This difficulty has long occupied some of 
the best mindsjof the militia. They have rec- 
ognized that a militia is not a regular army, 


and that it has its special requirements, 


which must be recognized and provided for. 

For this purpose they have gone to work 
to devise a new military manual, covering 
the whole field of drill and tacties, school 
for the soldie®? and army regulations— 
suit the peculiar 
requirements of the militia. The work is 


only partly completed, but the changes in 


the drili will serve to show the style and 
idea pervading it. 

All people who have witnessed drills have 
been pained by the rude and brutal manner 
in which the company officers call out, “‘At- 
tenshun!’ and order their men with empha- 
sis to “Carry humps!” This will be changed. 
The new drill,will require the company of- 
ficer to say:. ‘Attention, if you please,” 
“Be kind enough to order arms; “Oblige 
me by carrying arms; thank you;” “Would 
you be kind enough to execute the left face? 
Thanks.” 

Something of this Kfnd has long been 
wanted, and ata time of great military and 
social excitement like the present, it isa 
relief to know that it opens a way out of our 
dangers, and that we may count on an organi- 
zation which will harmoniousiy reconcile 
the conflicting elements that now threaten 
our cherisiied militia.

Stock-Watering. 
From the New York World. 

Stock-watering is the trick of the corporations— 
first, to Keep down the nominal profits so that no 
legislation to limit them may be possible, and, 
hext, to enable those who control the corporations 
to enrich themselves. 

Look at the elevated railroads. The flaw pro- 
Vides that when the company’s net incomeis more 
than enough to pay 10 per cent on its capital the 
people shall have the benefit by the running of 
5-cent trains or ears at all hours. 

The honest cost of the roads is estimated at 
about 318,000,000. This is the capital stock con- 
templated by the law. The stock is watered up 
to about $48,009,000. The latter is declared to be 
the real ‘capital,’ and the company’s net income 
does not reach the stipulated 1u per cent. Sothe 
people are deprived of the 5-cent fares to which 
they are entitled. On $18,000,000 the net income 
last year was over 19 per cent. 

Vanderbilt’s New York Central Railroad is 
watered four times over. A dividend of 8 per 
cent would, if the stock had not been watered, 
have swelled to 32 per cent. Would the people 
have long allowed a corporation that > gives them 
neitner sufficient accommodation nor safety to en- 
joy sueh a dividend? 

The Western Union stock ought to be atthe 
outside $20,000,000. A dividend of 6 per cent on 
$80,000,000 to which it is watered would be 24 per 
centon the honest capital. Would the people 
have submitted to high telegraph rates from a 
corporation making such profits? 

The design of stock-watering is to prevent leg- 
islative restrictions and the regulation of charges 
by law, The agitation against the frauduient 
practice ought never to cease until the law makes 
it an impossibility. 


Zhe Biggest Fall on Record.

The finaing of the court-martial in the case of 
Lieutenant Simpson, of the Third Cavalry, is 
stupid and unjustifiable.

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|CRIMES AND ACCIDENTS 


"SN which 1 suffered for years.”’ 


A Chapter Compiled From the 
Happenings About the City. 
Fixing a Rope Walk—A Midnight Encounter 
with Burglars—Shot in the Shoulder—The 
Burns Murder Mystery. 


Abont 7 o’clock last night an attempt was made 
to burn Freda Strutker’s rope-walk, in the alley in 
the rear of his home, No. 2842 Salena street. 
Tne buildiug is an eticlosed one-story frame about 
three hundred feet long. Some boys at play dis- 
covered a blaze in the walk and summoned the 
proprietor, In the excitement a tall man, wear- 


fg a cap, was seen leaving the sheds. The flames 
were extinguished with a few buckets of water, 
and on making an investigation it was found that 
the fire started in a lot of rubbish piled up m one 
corner. Alot of hemp and dry piae-wood had 
been piled up in the corner ana saturated witha 
ean of lubricating oil which made a ‘warm fire for 
afew minutes. No further clew to the man who 
fired the puilding was obtained. 

The residence of G. B, Gusse, 1310 North Tenth 
street, was entered by burglars about{l o’clock 
this morning. Mr. Gusse happened to be up at 
thestime and unconscious of the presence of 
strangersghe started into an adjoining room when 
he was seized one of the 
intruders. During a brief but lively struggle 
which ensued, the burglar fired three shots at 
Mr. Gusse, but fortunately missed his mark. The 
flash of the weapon set fire to Mr, Gusse’s shirt 
and burned him slightly. Before he recovered 
sufficiently to notice the stranger, he disappeared 
behind Mr. Gusse’s back. On looking through 
the house a sirange pair of low-quarter shoes and 
pocket 1andkerchief marked “s, 
1114,” were found. The house was 
entered through an open window. 
The burgiar was evidently only taking his bear- 
ings when interrupted, as no property was 
missing. 

Last nighnta man giving his name as August 
Weinheimer was found at Sixteenth and Mullan- 
phy streets by the police. He was bleeding freely 
from the nose and before the flow was stopped he 
became weak and unconscious, The patrol wagon 
was called and Weinheimers taken to the Dis- 
pensary. 

Shorily after dark yesterday morning Joseph 
Wiener, a driver for Young & Sons, the florist, 
wis going north on Union avenue near the Nar- 
row Gauge station, when he was followed up by 
two men in a light spring wagon. As they came 
abreast with the gardener one of _ the 
men gtook a whip and lashed Wiener’s near 
mule. Wiener seized his whip and deait the man 
asinart blow across the body. Both rigs were 
moving ata liveiy rate by this time. Suddenly 
one of the men seated in the buggy wheeled about. 
and, leveling a revoiver at Wiener, fired, the ball 
entering the right shoulder, Wiener drove home 
aud was at onee taken to the Dispensary 
and forwarded to City Hospital, where he is now 
confined, suffering from a painful but not danger- 
ous wound. The man who did the shooting 
turned his horse into Forest Park, and before 
the arrival of any officer disappeared. He ts 
described as 35 years of age, dressed_in dark 
cjiothes, una tall and = slender. He was 
accompanied by a young man. I[t was reported 
to the police fast night that Wiener bad been in- 
stantly killed, and the matter was reported asa 
murder in the morning papers. 

This morning Coroner Nidelet began ano inquest 
on the body of Morris Burns, whose death oc- 
curred under peculiar circumstances. Early th’. 
month the patient wasjadmitted to the Hostal 
suffering froma severe pain inthe heta. Last 
Saturday he died, and it was then diecovered that 
he had a knife biade embedded in iis brain. The 
lips of the wound had completely grown togetier, 
a Very common occurrence in cases like this, and 
the wound was entirely concealed, It has 
been ascertained that the deceased was hurt 
in a free fight in Mahony’s saloon in East St. 
Louis. Theonly witness who has yet been se- 
eured testifies tuat there was a fight, but denies 
that he saw aay of the parties who participated 
lu it. Other witnesses wiil probably be found, as 
a murder lies at somebody’s dvor.
